Most of the time he sat in 
the prisoner's chair near the Counsel 
table, his hands resting in his lap, but 
occasionally he would retire into the 
clerk’s. office adjoining the courtroom 
and smoke a cigarette. 

Mrs. Fortner remained with her hus- 
band a -few minutes after the jury 
went out. When it became apparent 
that there would be no quick decision 
she went to the Mdadrshal’s office just 
outside the main entrance i the court- 
room. 

The first intimation that the jury was 
finding “t difficult to reach a verdict 
came at 4 o’clock, when it sent a deputy 
sheriff to Judge Grimm to ask him 
whether a unanimous verdict is requirea 
by law in criminal: cases. The Judge 
sent back word that all of the jurors 
would have to vote together in return- 
ing a verdict,

In civil cases nime votes out of the 
12 are sufficient basis for-a verdict and 
it was apparent to the attorneys who 
waited in the courtroom that the jurors 
had this law in mind when they asked 
the question, and that at least nine of 
them had reached a conclusion on which 
they agreed.

Even the Date of ‘Christ's 
Nativity Is Not Established, 


ILLIAM 8S. WALSH, one of the 
best-known authorities on ancient 
and modern customs and cele- 

brations, says of Christmas: 

“Great as the feast is, however, no- 
body knows anything definite about its 
origin; nobody knows who first cele- 
brated it, or when or where or how. 
And nobody even knows that Dec. @ is 
indeed the right anniversary of Christ's 
nativity.”’ 

The early Christians thought the cele- 
pration of birthdays heathenish, and 
that of Christ was no excéption. Be 
cause of this, the record of. his, birth 
was lost for 80 years. Though Christ- 
mas commemorates the birth of the 
Savior, there was no record of its cele- 
bration until three centuries after his 
death. 2 b. 

When this prejudice wore away, the 
date became a matter of ecclesiastic 
investigation. S8t. John Chrysostom, 
writing in the year 386, says that Pope 
Jullus in 837 appointed St. Cyril to as- 
certain the correct date of Christ's 
birth. 

St, Cyril found that the Western 
churches were celebrating Dec. 2. 
Other churches, however, were recog- 
nizing four other different days, Jan. 6, 
March 2, April, ® and May 2. 8t. 
Cyril reported that Dec. 25 seemed to be 
the accepted date, and Pope Julius pro- 
claimed it as Christmas. Thereafter the 
day was universally observed by the 
church. This was about the beginning 
of the fifth century. It is therefore fair- 
ly certain that Christmas as it is ob- 
served today, did.not begin until at 
least 400 years after Christ waa born. 


Early Christmas Fetes 
Called a “Feast of Foois.” 
early celebration of Christmas 
was a time for revelry. In the 
early days, one of the holidays 
attendant on Christmas was called the 
“Feast of Fools,” designated as the one 
day in the year when the people could 
get rid of all the folly that filled their 
beings throughout the 12 months. 

It was in the pertod of this riotous 
celebration of Christmas that Gerson 
said: “if all the devils of hell had put 
their heads together to devise a feast 
that should utterly scandalize Chris- 
tlanity, they could not have improved 
on this one.” 

It was in Mngland that the holiday 
first assumed the characteristics of 
“Merry Christmas.” As early as 873,

Checks ngegregating $45,349 were deliv- 
ered to 11 St. Louis hospitals Christ- 
mas morning by the Saturday and Sun- 
day Hospital Association. Besides the 
checks to the hospitals, the association 
sent donations to the Béthesda Home 
for $720, the St. Louls Maternity Hosp!- 
tal for $250 and the St. Louis Provident 
Association for $250. 

The total disiribution of the associa- 
tion was $46,569. During the li years 
in whicltthe Saturday and Sunday Hos-) 
pital Association has been in existence 
it has collected and distributed for ‘the 
benefit of the sick poor of St. Lou's 
$386,739.91. 

The checks delivered to the hospitals 
bore the signature of David R. Francis, 
president of the association. The money 
was apportioned among the hospitals ac- 
cording to the amount of charity work 
hey had done during the past year.

The actual! cost to the home cof 
these free treatments was $15,006, so that 
the contribution from the hospital as- 
sociation covers 71 per eent of the total 
expense. 

During the year the hospitals gave 
70,708 days of free treatment to the 
sick people of St. Louis. The Bethesda 
Home, the Maternity Hospital and the 
Provident Association gave free treat- 
ment to others, ‘bringing the total 
amount in the city to 75,14. The cost 
of the free service allowed by the as- 
sociation was $63,873. The actual cost 
to the hospitals and institutions, as 
shown by their books was $94,742. 

The contributions by the public to the 
Saturday and Sunday Hospital Asso- 
clation was sufficient to meet 71 per 
cent of the total expense. The hospi- 
tals will have to raise the deficit. 

Care of Patient Costs $1.34. 

The average cost of taking care of 
a patient im the hospitals, under the 
rules of the association, is shown to be 
$1.34. The average allowance by the 
association was 94 cents. The number 
of free days allowed by the association 
was 80 per cent of the total number of 
free/days’ treatment given by the hos- 
pitals participating in — benefits of 
the distribution. 

The contributions to the Hospital Sat- 
urday and Sunday AssoCiation for . 1909 
amounted to $46,451.53, membership dues

HUMAN CREDULITY. 

Apropos of Dr. Cook’s story of the discovery 
of the North Pole, the Post-Dispatch will pub- 
lish on Sunday an elaborate review of some of 
the famous hoaxes that have found ready accep- 
tance by the credulous. The instances cited ex- 
tend in point of time from the adventures of Sir 
John Mandeville, published in England in 1322, 
down to the extraordinary tales that have fol- 
lowed one another so rapidly in our own time. 

While a considerable number of these hoaxes 
gained acceptance by appealing to sentiments 
that find delight in things strange and mar- 
velous, a majority of them were directed to the 
desire for gain.

Young Fight Promoter Tells 
How He Let Present Leader 
Slip Away.

NEW YORK, Dec. &. 

OHNNY MOONEY of Boston, an 
J able sporting gentleman, who has 
at different times in bts career 
been more or less closely mingled with 
important sporting events, tells . many 
stories of the ring. One of the best is 
the tale of how he missed becoming 
manager of Stanley’ Ketchel, the great- 


jest middleweight champion of the dec- 


ade. / 

It seems that Mooney had Honey Mel- 
‘lody on a Western tour. Honey was wel- 
terweight champion in his prime. They 
were in Butte, Mont. Honey was going 
to fight and needed a husky sparring 
partner. #ioney didn’t care how husky 
a man was found for him, for about that 
time Honey had an idea that he could 
knock out anything that walked, and 
that nobody had a punch hard enough 
to even tickle him. a 

Mooney, however, had a deep friend- 
Ship for his fighter and was a little 
more cautious. He was willing to pick 
out husky sparring paytecrs. within a 
certain limit. 

In Butte, Mooney ised around and 
was told that»wa kid who had drifted in 
from the cow country was making quite 
a hit and he was down somewhere near 
the lightweight class, but had a puzzling 
knack of sending heme the wallops that 
had made him victor over several local 
favorites. Name—O, it was Ketchel, or 
something like that, 

Mooney went to a gymnasium and 
looked Ketchel over. It wasn’t more 
than a few minutes before he decided 
that Ketchel wasn’t the sparring part- 
ner he wunted te pick for Honey. But 
it would hardly do to turn the novice 





‘down without a proper excuse. He 


finally gave out that he wanted a big- 
ger man—a grown man that could take 
Mellody’s punches without’ being ser- 
iously damaged. 

Ketchel, well, he didn’t want to be 
responsible for. what rioney’s wallops 
might do to a_nice little fellow like that. 
When Mooney told,Mellody about it he 
had to stall along and smooth the mat- 
ter over. Mellody never would have 
agreed to sidestep the selection of a 
sparring partner ,.on the ground that he 
was dangerous. 

Mellody and ‘Ketchel fought on the 
same night. Each won a knockout, Mel- 
lody in the main event and,Ketchel in 
a preliminary to the big fight. Mooney 
had his eye on Ketchel that night. He 
made up his mind that the. youngster 
was a coming marvel—a _ champion. 
Ketchel was footloese and would gladly 
have gone along with Mooney and Mel- 
lody. Mooney was sorely tempted to 
take him under his managerial wing. 


“But you know,” he says, when tell- 
Ing the story, “yow can’t have two fa- 
vorites. If I had taken Ketchel along, 
Honey would have thought I was go- 
ing back on him. There would have’ 
been trouble in the camp, and, after 
all, I liked Honey so much that Tf didn’t 
want to hurt-his feelings, so I let the 
chance slip. We left Butte without 
Ketchel on our string. 

“When I think of it nowadays I feel 
like a miner who deserted his claim and 
saw the next fellow strike a million 
dollars in gold a foot lower down. Honey 
slipped back not very long after that, 
and Ketchel became famous. We would 
have cleaned up @a pent of money— 
Ketchel and I.” 


Jack Johnson, according to Jack Me-
